Solar ordinance effort again in disarray

Its back to the drawing board, 
again, for plans to regulate solar 
arrays in Agawam. 

The City Council this week 
failed to pass an ordinance defin- 
ing where large-scale solar farms 


will be allowed in town. The cur- 
rent zoning code does not men- 
tion solar facilities. 

Although a majority of the 
councilors supported the propos- 
al to restrict solar farms to indus- 
trial zones only, adopting an ordi- 
nance requires a two-thirds vote, 
and the council fell one vote short 


of the eight needed. The final vote 
was 7-4, with councilors James 
Cichetti, Christopher Johnson, 
Gina Letellier and Anthony Suffri- 
ti opposed. Last month, Cichetti 
and Suffriti had supported the or- 
dinance on its first reading; John- 
son voted “no” and Letellier voted 
“present. Councilors at that Sept. 


18 meeting had agreed, however, 
that the ordinance would require 
fine-tuning before it could pass a 
second reading. The only amend- 
ment offered on the floor at the 
Oct. 2 meeting was Councilor 
George Bitzas change in one line 
to clarify that large-scale solar ar- 
rays would be banned from agri- 
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cultural zones. 

“Twas hoping there would have 
been another meeting of the Leg- 
islative Subcommittee to discuss 
the Planning Board's recommen- 
dations, Letellier said this week.

Agawam voters will face a 
three-way race for mayor and 
field of 24 candidates for City 
Council on Tuesday. 

In the non-partisan pre- 
liminary election, the lowest 
vote-getter among the three 
mayoral candidates — Vakny 
Chonmany, James Cichetti and 
William Sapelli — will be elim- 
inated from the race, leaving 
just two names on the ballot 
for November. The two lowest 
finishers in the council race 
will be eliminated, yielding 
22 names, exactly double the 
number of seats available, for 
the general election. 

Apart from Cichetti, who 
is giving up his council seat

One of many Agawam resi- 
dents employed by the Big E is 
Judy Santos. This was her second 
year working for information ser- 
vices at a booth near the main 
gate. 

“I love the fair and I love help- 
ing people, said Santos, who was 
honored as a Host of the Day for 
outstanding service in just her 
second year working at the fair. 

Santos, who got the job after 
being asked to fill in last year for 
a friend undergoing cancer treat- 
ment, worked the 4 to 10 p.m. 
shift in the booth during the fair's 
Salute to Agawam, giving her a 
front-row seat to the afternoon 
parade honoring her hometown. 
She said she made a “huge ef- 
fort” to watch the parade as she 
worked. 

“I felt immensely proud watch- 
ing the parade because it was my 
hometown being honored — the 
place where I grew up and the 
place where I still live; said San- 
tos. She added that there's a spe- 
cial bond people from her town 
feel on Salute to Agawam day. 

“Its such a delight to see so 
many people from Agawam in the 
parade.

the Big E counts on to help keep 
things running smoothly during 
the fair is Hugh McBride. Unless 
youre a vendor — or mistakenly 
try to enter Gate 1 to park — it’s 
hard to understand the key role 
he plays at the fair. 

McBride is the gate captain, 
literally the gatekeeper. He helps 
keep errant fairgoers from us- 
ing the parking lot near the Aga- 
wam_-West Springfield bridge that 
is designated for the fairs ven- 
dors. He started out selling tickets 
12 years ago after retiring from 
his job at AT&T, and now oversees 
four people at the gate. 

“My job is to be diplomatic and 
help people — mostly from out of 


state — who pull in here thinking 
its the visitor parking lot. Most 
are just confused. We gently turn 
them around and send them on 
their way, he said. 

When people start to argue or 
bluff their way in, if there's a tough 
question, or if theres a problem 
that needs to resolved, that’s 
when McBride gets involved. 

“I like helping people — not 
causing problems, he said. 
“Theyre still customers and I 
don't want them becoming angry. 
If people have a good experience, 
they ll come back. If they have a 
bad experience, they might not. It 
all starts here with us at the gate’

Info session planned on traffic calming 


The town of Agawam will 
hold a public information 
meeting, “Traffic Calming 
Measures: Informational Ses- 
sion and Discussion of Speed 
Table Proposals” from 5:30 to 
7:30 p.m. Tuesday, Oct. 17, at 
the Agawam Public Library 
Community Room. The pre- 
sentation will begin at 6 p.m. 

Agawam is currently re- 
viewing residential requests 
and petitions for the imple- 
mentation of traffic calming 
mechanisms on Barbara Lane, 
Reed Street, and the Hendom 
neighborhood. Each traffic 
calming project includes a fo- 





cus on the installation of a se- 
ries of speed tables or humps 
in order to slow the traffic 
down and to possibly reduce 
cut-through traffic. 

An evaluation period, in- 
cluding a preliminary review 
of criteria and public outreach, 
began in August. As part of this 
first step, mailers were sent to 
all abutters, including infor- 
mation and a draft of what 
these projects could look like. 
The DPW and Engineering Di- 
vision logged each of the resi- 
dent responses and a general 
overview of these responses 
will be discussed in the pre- 
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sentation. 

All are encouraged to at- 
tend. Public opinion will help 
determine whether the DPW 
will pursue these projects fur- 
ther and continue with a more 
in-depth analysis and data col- 
lection.

farms on agricultural land have said there 
isn't enough available industrial land to 
accommodate new arrays. 

“To limit it to industrial property effec- 
tively eliminates it from Agawam, Johnson 
said. “I think solar is a positive thing for the 
future.’ 

The ordinance would only have re- 
stricted solar arrays of 1 or more acres. 
Smaller facilities, including rooftop solar 
panel installations, would not be affected 
and are considered legal throughout town. 

Councilor Robert Rossi voted in favor 
of the proposed ordinance, but also sug- 
gested a potential compromise between 
those who favor solar farms and those 
who fear a negative impact on neigh- 
boring residential zones. He asked the 
council to consider an overlay district, 
which would allow the town to permit 
solar farms in certain agricultural areas 
— away from housing developments — 
without changing the underlying zoning 
map. 

Rossi had been a vocal critic of a pre- 
vious proposal to allow solar farms by 
special permit in agricultural zones. He 
has said that the special permit process 
would be political and arbitrary, and 
would deny farm neighbors the predict- 
ability that zoning is supposed to provide. 

Councilor Richard Theroux, who sup- 
ported the proposed ordinance, said he is 
disappointed in those who voted “no.” 

“Tm for a vigorous debate, Im for 
compromise to get this done to protect 
our residents, but I’m at a loss,’ Theroux 
said. “What puzzles me with the council 
is that we've worked on it for six months, 
and at this juncture four councilors have 
chosen to go in a different direction.’ 

Cichetti, the council president, said 
his votes have been consistent. He noted 
that the same councilors voted against 
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a similar ordinance in May. He said he 
asked the Legislative Subcommittee to 
come up with a compromise ordinance, 
and that he was ready to support the 
proposal with a special permit process in 
agricultural zones. Instead, the majority 
on the council amended the ordinance to 
eliminate the special permits. 

“They hacked it up, Cichetti said. “I 
voted against it last time, so why would 
my vote change?” 

Councilors even disagreed on the im- 
pact of Mondays vote. Speaking immedi- 
ately after the meeting, Rossi said despite 
the lack of a solar ordinance, large-scale 
arrays are banned from agricultural and 
residential areas under the current zon- 
ing. The towns zoning code for residential 
and agricultural areas does not mention 
solar arrays, which means they are not 
allowed, he said. The rules for industrial 
zones are written the opposite way: Any- 
thing not mentioned in the code, includ- 
ing solar, is allowed. 

Theroux, on the other hand, said on 
Tuesday that failing to pass the proposed 
ordinance leaves neighbors of agricultural 
areas ‘still not protected.” He mentioned 
the residents of Kosak Court in Feeding 
Hills, who hired a lawyer this summer to 
fight a proposed solar farm in agricultural 
land on their street because of confusion 
over whether current zoning allows solar 
farms there. Eversource, which had pro- 
posed the project, withdrew it before the 
courts could settle the question of where 
solar farms are allowed. 

Both Theroux and Cichetti said they 
hope the council can try again to pass 
a compromise ordinance. Cichetti said 
he hopes to hold a workshop meeting to 
develop zoning ordinances for solar pan- 
els and for marijuana businesses. Ther- 
oux said he will “absolutely” participate 
in writing a new solar ordinance as the 
chairman of the council's Legislative Sub- 
committee.

Free classes to train severe weather spotters 


MONSON — The National Weather Ser- 
vice is sponsoring a severe weather spotter 
training session for residents of Hampden 
County, part of its Skywarn program, on 
Monday Oct. 16, from 6:45 to approximate- 
ly 9 p.m. It will be held at Memorial Hall, 
198 Main St., Monson. 

The session is open to all at no charge 
and is being offered by the six Hampden 
County Medical Reserve Corps units in 
honor of National Preparedness Month. 
Amateur (“ham”) radio operators, emer- 
gency managers, police, fire, and other first 
responders are encouraged to attend. Ev- 
eryone age 16 and older who completes the 
training will be eligible to become trained 
NWS weather spotters. 

The free training session includes a 
computer-based presentation covering 
development of thunderstorms, “severe” 
thunderstorm criteria, as well as the cloud 
features associated with severe thunder- 
storms and tornadoes; winter storms and 
proper snow measurement; reporting of 


coastal flooding, river, stream, and urban 
flooding and rainfall measurements, as 
well the procedure for reporting weath- 
er information to the National Weather 
Service. Safety procedures for the various 
forms of summer severe weather, winter 
storms and flooding will also be covered. 
Bringing a notebook with pen or pencil is 
optional. 

The Medical Reserve Corps, federal- 
ly recognized since 2002 following the 
9/11 attacks, comprises both medical and 
non-medical volunteers from the commu- 
nity. Its mission is to support public health 
as well as emergency management. Massa- 
chusetts has 40 units out of close to 1,000 
units nationwide. Volunteers are needed 
to assist not only with weather events such 
as the recent hurricanes and the torna- 
dos that tore through the region in 2011, 
but any situations that task community 
resources.

sen. Humason appointed to retail task force 


Agawams state senator, Don- 
ald Humason, has been appoint- 
ed to the Senate's newly created 
Special Senate Task Force on the 
Local Retail Sector of the Com- 
monwealth by Senate Minority 
Leader Bruce Tarr. 

“This task force represents a 
great opportunity to gain a deeper 
understanding of a rapidly chang- 
ing and vitally important sector 
of both our state and local econo- 
mies, said Humason, a Westfield 
Republican. “As a long-time sup- 
porter of policies that would help 
strengthen our retail economy, I 
look forward to digging into how 
we, as a State, can support local 
retailer's efforts to grow and com- 
pete in our expanding, 21st centu- 


ry marketplace.’ 

Earlier this year, the Senate 
approved a measure to create a 
17-member task force that will 
review and report on efforts to 
strengthen the local retail sector 
in Massachusetts. In addition to 
six other legislators — five Dem- 
ocrats and one additional Repub- 
lican — the task force will include 
seven business owners and retail 
consultants, appointed by Senate 
party leaders. The group will re- 
port its findings by June 2018. 

Humason has earned praise 
and endorsement from the Na- 
tional Federation of Independent 
Businesses. He supported legis- 
lative efforts to create an annual 
sales tax holiday in the state and 


a reduction of the states sales 
tax, while opposing repeated 
attempts to increase the state's 
minimum wage. 

“While it will be helpful to 
examine the ways we can assist 
retailers, we also must recog- 
nize that laws we have enacted 
or could enact may be harmful 
to retailers as well, so I hope we 
include that in our discussions, 
said Humason.

or the first time literally in de- 
Hees Agawam voters wont find 

an incumbent on their mayoral 
ballot next Tuesday. 

They will find a three-way race 
among businessman and martial arts in- 
structor Vakny Chonmany, City Council 
President and real estate office owner 
James Cichetti, and former School Su- 
perintendent William Sapelli. No matter 
whom the voters choose, Agawam will 
see a change in mayoral administrations 
in January. Without the usual incum- 
bent-or-challenger choice, however, 
voters need to do their research to make 
sure they are voting for the “right kind” 
of change. Only two of these candidates 
will make it through the preliminary to 
appear on the general election ballot in 
November. 

The Agawam Advertiser News print- 
ed a Q-and-A with all three candidates in 
its Sept. 21 edition. Candidates have also 
been taking out advertisements in the 
newspaper. They ve also been active on 
Facebook.com and out in the communi- 
ty, meeting voters and explaining their 
vision for change. 

If ever there were a year when the vot- 
ers could use several “change” options, 
this is it. Just 11 months ago, this same 
electorate bucked the statewide trend 
and cast its votes for Donald Trump — 
a dynamic outsider promising to end 
“business as usual. Now, with Mayor 
Richard Cohen opting to step down after 
eight terms in office, Agawamss choice 
wont be defined by an incumbent. The 
three candidates are all, in their own 
way, outsiders. 

Although most of the City Council 
incumbents are running for re-election, 
voters have more than enough choice of 
newcomers in that race, as well. A larg- 
er-than-usual field of 24 candidates, of 
whom 14 are challengers, is vying for the 
11 at-large seats on the town’s legislative 
body. A few of the challengers are former 
mayors, councilors and a state legislator, 
but there are also several first-time can- 
didates and some familiar commenta- 
tors on the political scene who have run 
before, but never been elected. 

Only two of the council candidates 
will be eliminated in Tuesday’s vote. 
With such a wide field, voters have plen- 
ty of opportunity to choose an all-“in- 
sider” or all-“outsider” slate, or to find 
a combination of incumbents and new- 
comers that align with their vision for 
the town. 

The toughest decisions are yet to 
come — making a final choice between 
the two strongest mayoral candidates, 
winnowing the 22 council finalists down 
to 11, deciding which six of the eight 
School Committee candidates deserve 
election. But it all starts with the prelim- 
inary vote this Tuesday.

lown services should treat all homeowners equally 


Owners of one style of resi- 
dential homes in Agawam dont 
receive basic town services such 
as street maintenance and plow- 
ing, sewer system maintenance, 
street lighting, sidewalk main- 
tenance and snow removal, fire 
hydrant maintenance, stormwa- 
ter drainage, trash hauling, bulk 
pick-up and yard waste removal. 
Its appalling to me that solely 
because someone chooses to buy 
a colonial-style home that they 
should be denied most town 
services. The developers of these 
homes “got down on their knees” 
to our forefathers on the Town 
Council of the 1980s, who inten- 
tionally planned to increase the 
tax base while hardly increasing 
service costs by approving devel- 
opments of colonial homes. How 
can Agawam ever be a just, inclu- 
sive, cohesive community until it 
moves toward bringing this dis- 
parate treatment to an end? 

While a reduction in taxes 
to make them more commen- 
surate with the services pro- 
vided to these owners would be 
most practical, state law seems 
to make that solution beyond 
reach. The solutions that re- 


main are for the town to start 
supplying the service, for it to 
reimburse the adversely affected 
homeowners on the basis of in- 
voices they pay, or to charge oth- 
ers a user fee for a service only 
received by them. 

One argument for the sta- 
tus quo is the question, where 
would the money come from to 
pay for service for all? TIl let you 
in on what's a poorly kept secret 
from anyone whos looked at the 
towns books. Everybody is al- 
ready overtaxed for the services 
they get. Several million dollars 
collected goes unspent, every 
year! It becomes what they call 
in accounting for a municipality 
“free cash.’ That seems like sort 
of an oxymoron to me, because 
it didn't come free to us — the 
taxpayers of Agawam — and it’s 
disproportionately expensive to 
owners not being fully served. 
The accumulation of “free cash” 
isnt even budgeted for. 

If you still think the town 
doesnt have the money to supply 
the same services to all residen- 
tial taxpayers, though, I do have 
another suggestion. Each year 
a different style of home could 


go without the services listed, 
above. Ranches could forego 
them one year, capes the next, 
then contemporary, Victorians, 
condominiums, and so forth. 

If you haven't caught on by 
now, I was being facetious about 
colonials. Of course what I’m 
writing about is the treatment 
of condominium homeowners 
for many decades in this town. 
There is a splintering of the com- 
munity that results from this dis- 
parate treatment. While some 
condominium owners are igno- 
rant to the disparity, others have 
pushed it to the side but feel 
somewhat “second class.’ When 
the subject is brought up, a few 
will lash out or even become en- 
raged. I ask of all homeowners in 
town, how would you feel if you 
were served differently based on 
the design of your home? Seri- 
ously, please think about it. Part 
of moving Agawam forward un- 
der new leadership needs to in- 
clude serving Agawam residen- 
tial taxpayers equally.

The early displays were 
small, but well accepted; 
and as the crowds grew, 
the hours were expand- 
ed and the days climbed 
from a week, to 10 days; 
to two weeks and then 
17 days; our exhibit grew 
until we were occupying half of an 
island in the Better Living Center. 

We added paperback books and 
certain hardcover best-sellers to our 
exhibits, as our publishers began 
sending authors, photographers, 
journalists, to the Big E because of 
the drawing power of our exhibit. 

In the earliest days, with just a 
few racks, we kept everything in a 
Scotty Trailer outside an exit door. 
The next trailer to ours was selling 
corn on the cob. That was our day 
... 16 hours selling publications, six 
hours sleeping in the Scotty Trailer 
and two hours eating sweet corn 
with melted butter and salt. 

The corn vendor kept asking 
me: “Why do you eat sweet corn 
that way?” I answered that I grew 
up eating it that way ... “right to 
left, four rows at a time! Doesnt 
everyone? The answer, of course 
was “No, everyone eats sweet corn 
round and round, the way the cob 
goers. But back to the exhibit. 

A typical day would begin around 
8 a.m., selling newspapers. Around 
9:30 the crowds would begin arriv- 
ing. We had an enormous amount 
of comic books, because so many of 
the crowds arriving had lots of chil- 
dren, and they snatched up the com- 
ic books. The Big E time was also the 
time of many major sports. Baseball 
was closing down for the season. 
College and pro football were very 
big all week long. Professional soccer 
was underway. Golf and tennis were 
big. Our magazine and book exhibits 
gave our clients lots of access to great

The exhibit gave a lot of our 
regular employees the chance to 
not only be at the Big E, but it gave 
them extra pay and the chance to 
meet some of the people whose 
products they sold on a daily basis. 

Hidden away during the regular 
Big E hours was a collection of so- 
called “adult magazines. The death 
of Hugh Hefner reminded me of the 
fact that after the Better Living Cen- 
ter closed for regular business, many 
of the vendors from all over the Big E 
would come to our area to purchase 
the “adult-only” magazines. 

The years that I was able to par- 
ticipate in the Big E ... see it grow 
and prosper, meet a wonderful 
group of people, work with authors, 
photographers and journalists and 
sleep in a Scotty Trailer ... how can 
you beat that? 

The only way to beat that was 
with the Sweet Corn, smothered 
with hot butter and salt and eaten 
right to left, four rows at a time.

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Good referees learn to ignore the noise

LONGMEADOW — David Del- 
Buono just finished referring a hotly 
contested girls soccer game between 
Minnechaug Regional High School 
and host Longmeadow. 

Drenched because of the 90-degree 
weather, and exhausted from having 
to make a last-minute change due to 
an injury to a colleague, these are just 
a few of the things he deals with on a 
regular basis. 

The life of a referee is never easy. 
Soccer referees in Western Massachu- 
setts are subject to criticism, ridicule, 
and the wrath of coaches and players. 
But DelBuono chalks it up to passion 
for the game, and loves every moment 
of it. 

It was a moment like that which 
got him into refereeing at age 18. 

“I was playing in high school for 
West Springfield” said DelBuono. 
“I got a yellow card from a referee 
named Bobby Ayers, and he told me 
someday I would make a better refer- 
ee than a player: 

When he reached 16, he was a 
youth referee, and then joined the 
high school board following high 
school. 

“Tt allowed me to continue to enjoy 
the game in a different way, said Del- 
Buono. 

He joined the Pioneer Valley Soc- 
cer Officials Association and became 
very active. Like many new referees, 
he went through the ranks, start- 
ing with junior varsity and freshmen 
matches. He caught the eye of referee 
scheduler William Kolodziey. 

“He got me a high school varsity 
schedule in my third year, said Del- 
Buono, and it was often.

But if you think you can just hit the 
field and it’s a cakewalk, DelBuono 
has news for you. 

“Its a very tough game to offici- 
ate, he said. “There are a lot of rules 
you need to know, a lot of situations 
that come up that is not normal. You 
need to know about positioning and 
tendencies. You also should be study- 
ing the teams and the players as well 
as the skill levels. Teams in Division 1 
have higher skill levels in some cases 
than in Division 4° 

Now, 20 years later, DelBuono, a 
vice president in the PVSOA, says he 
likes to share his experiences with 
new referees. 





“We now have a mentorship pro- 
gram and we have a training pro- 
gram, said DelBuono. “New referees 
will spend classroom time learning 
and going over situations with veter- 
an officials who have been doing this 
for a long time. 

What is the most important thing 
a referee needs to be able to do in the 
game? Block it all out, he says. 

“The best advice I can give to any- 
one is that they need to pretend it is 
not there, said DelBuono. “I have two 
ears and I let what people say go in 
one ear and out the other. 

He said any referee than can do 
that will be successful, and he has ob- 
served referees who can do that, and 
referees who cannot. 

DelBuono said his goal for every 
game is too essentially be invisible. 

“If I can get through a game with- 
out having to blow the whistle much 
or give out a card, then I'm happy, he 
said. 

The job of the referee is to con- 
trol the game and make sure it runs 
smoothly. It’s a role he embraces and 
he encourages others who love the 
game to get involved if they have the 
time. 

“We always need more referees in 
the PVSOA,’ DelBuono, who works in 
the Chicopee school system, said. “It’s 
a great group. I have made so many 
great relationships with the people 
I work with. We also work with a lot 
of great coaches and players in the 
region. And have loved every bit of it 
for the last 20 years. I will die with a 
whistle in my hand.’ 

He said the majority of his col- 
leagues work very hard, doing their 
best and constantly analyzing and 
trying to improve their performances 
as much as possible.
